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Ontario Hydro’s 
Rates Increase 


" The economic and social 
climate is pushing the cost of el- 
ectricity upward; said Ontario 
Hydro: Chairman, George Gather- 
cole recently in announcing an 
increase inwholesale rates tomu— 
nicipal electrical utilities. 

For local technical reasons, 
the increase varies slightly from 
one municipality to another, Mr. 
Gathercole said, but averages 
about six per cent across Ontario. 
The increase is effective January 
1,1970. 

A rate increase had been fore- 
cast on several occasions during 
the year by Mr.Gathercole. He 
told the annual meeting of Muni- 
cipal utilities in Toronto last spr- 
ing, "Rising interest rates,mater- 
ial and equipment costs and high- 
er wages and salaries continue to 
press upon our enterprise. " 

The Chairman explained that 
the increase in wholesale rates 
will not automatically raise rates 
to municipal utility customers. 
Some utilities will be able to ab- 
sorb all or a portion of the ad- 
lustment under their existing rate 
structures. Others will be obliged 
to pass it along in full. 

Large industrial customers ,who 
purchase power directly from On- 
tario Hydro, also have been no- 
tified of a rate increase which 
averages eight per cent. !n Oct. 
1968 rates were increased by 9% 
to retail customers in rural areas 
and a further increase is forecast. 

Mr. Gathercole said, " Infla- 
tion is a country-wide force work- 
ing against stabilization and Hy- 
dro is not immune to its effects." 

Some of the upword pressures 
ore peculiar to Hydro,forced to 
switch to massive thermal-elect ~ 
ric plants because there are few 
sites left for further hydraulic ge- 
neration. 

In Ontario, Mr. Gathercole 
noted, " Power demands have 
grown 24 times faster than the 
population. "

Snowmobiles Practical 
As Farm Equipment 


Snowmobiles have become 
part of the recreational scene 
during the long Canadian winters 
but many farmers are considering 
using them for practical purposes 
around the farm. 


Professor Ross Irwin, Extension: 


Co-ordinator, School of Agricul- 
ture Engineering, University of 
Guelph, believes that snowmob- 
iles could be used for pulling 
sleds loaded with bales of hay to 
the feedlot, getting out in deep 
snow to inspect the stock or col- 
lecting themail from otherwise 
inaccessible mail boxes. There 
are probably many other uses for 
these winter transports. 

In conjunction with the On- 
tario Department of Agriculture 
and Food, Professor Irwinsuggests 
that the large 25 horsepower 
snowmobiles are the most practi- 
cal for farmers. Snowmobiles are 
sized by their track width: the 
usual size track is from 15 to 18 
inches, but the larger tracks ov- 
er 18 inches have better traction 
on deep, soft snow. 

Because considerable power is 
needed to pull a sled, the bigger 
engined snowmobiles are a better 
buy. Many snowmobiles have 
2-or 4- cycle engines, with up- 
wards of 74 horsepower. The 
standard 15 horsepower engine 
has been largely replaced by the 
20 horsepower engine. These 
more powerful engines are the 
ones best suited for heavier farm 
work.
